Barnes went to the scene of the rob­ 
bery on an Illinois Central train, and 
wa* joined there by Nelson and Dyer.

The confession was made voluntarily 
but later when he had seen a lawyer he 
declared that the statements he had 
made were made solely to secure the re­ 
lease of his wife aud that hi* replies 
were dictated and suggested to him. 
Mrs. Barnes and Mrs. Nelson will be 
subjected to an investigation by Chief 
of Detectives Desmond. 
It developed that Nelson aud Barnes 
are ooasins.

T h e P r o - r e * ’ S f a d o B o r i n g t h e i M ' t XPP 
M o n t h * I* S u r p r i s i n g . 
Boltimore, July 14. -In the IO month# 
ending June RU, southern cotton mill* 
took 1,869,144 hale* of cotton, or 135,359 
more lifth■* than faut ymr. 
Thew tak­ 
ing represent more than 88 per cent of 
the total number of bales taken by the 
American oottOnmiQ*. 
This fact is bn! 
one of t IM' indication* of the st 'ady prog­ 
ress made by the southern textile indus­ 
try, evidenced also during the week by 
the awarding of a contract for a $75,000 
cotton mill at Fayetteville, Team,th© ad­ 
dition of 6000 spindle*, representing an 
investment of about $100,000, to the 
plant of the Healer Manufacturing com­ 
pany of Salisbury, N. C., aud the formu­ 
lation of plaus for a $100,000 cot ton mill 
at Hillsboro, Tex. Commenting upon 
this development the Manufacturers’ 
Record says this week: 
••The organisation of new cotton mill* 
in the south during the last throe months 
while, of course, not as active as during 
the preceding three months, has been 
pushed with much vigor. 
As iii tho 
first three mouths of tho year, the last 
quarter shows a tendency towards the 
diversification of cotton manufacturing 
and tho building of mills equipped for 
finer goods. 
Established 
mills that 
have been notedly successful continuo 
tho enlargement of their operation* by 
building new mills or extending their 
present plants. Takiug the mills defi­ 
nitely organized, ami omitting all that 
have simply been projected, but the con­ 
struction of which has not yet been as­ 
sured, and including the spindles to be 
added to mills already established, the 
total for the first six mouths of the year 
la as follows:

“Of entirely new mills to be built by 
new companies, Hi* have huve been re­ 
ported since Jan. I, while a nurabor of 
conqiauics have Gen organised which 
have not been included iu this list, since 
they have not yet commenced the work 
of construction. 
The capital involved 
in the addition to the south of 876,000 
spindles, being the actual progress made 
iu mill buildings since Jan. I, represents 
an investment of between $20,000,000 
aud $25,000,000.” 
The completion to Jackson of the 
Gulf aud Ship Island railroad has al­ 
ready had an effect in Mississippi typical 
of the general results of railroad exten­ 
sion in the south. 
Already ninny little 
towns have sprung up along the 196 
miles of the railroad, mills to cut lum­ 
ber have beeu established, and thousands 
of men have secured employment at 
good wages. 
Another question involved 
in the opening of the new road, that of 
a deep water harbor on the Mississippi 
coast, is referred to as follows by a 
Jackson correspondent of the Manu­ 
facturers’ Record: 
“It has been the cherished dream of 
Mississippi since 1840, and the state lias 
made appropripriations time and again 
to build a railroad which would give an 
outlet to deep water on our coast, but 
the project lias uutil recently failed. 
Now at Gulfport, which is a thriving 
town of some 2000 inhabitants, it looks 
as though the long-deferml hope of our 
people will be realized. It is the south­ 
ern terminus of the Gulf aud Ship Is­ 
land railroad, aud has excellent harbor 
facilities. 
The government only recent­ 
ly made a large 
appropriation for 
dredging a channel from the piers to 
Ship Inland harbor, and the work is pro­ 
gressing in a most satisfactory manner.” 
The rumor that the Carnegie interests 
have purchased extensive Bessemer ore 
properties at Llano, Tex., again calls at­ 
tention to the fact that the extensive 
mineral wealth of that district must 
plan an important part iu the future iii 
the development of American industry. 
If the purchase of this great ore field 
has been made, it must represent an in­ 
vestment looking to that future, or else 
au indication that iron and steel works 
arc to be constructed there, as the dis­ 
tance is too groat to justify tile shipment 
of ore to the east under the present con­ 
ditions of transportation.
